The memorandum mas approved mith the inclusion of maintenance 
as well as production requirements for Chapter VII and Section 17* The 
Chairman said he would discuss the NIS requiroments for scientific 
Intelllgenee with the Chalzman, SBC to make certain there was fbll under* 
standing of this matter. 


3. Treatmant for NIS 39 

& accordance with agreement rsaohed at the last meeting, the State 
meniber had prepared and distributed to all membero copies of a State proposal 
dated 27 September 19^U for separate treatment of Chapters IV, V, and VI on 
NIS 39 (CMLna) in three groupings: Communist China} Nationalist China} 

Hong Kong and Maoao. 


The necessity for separate treatment of Commanist and Nationalist 
China for Chapter VI stems from the fact that CIA has been sdlocated producticm 
responsibility for Communist China, while State retains responsibility for 
Nationalist China, Hong Kong and Matmo. The further sepazntioo of Hong Kong 
and MAcao is desirable since their treatment would lae quite different from that 
of Nationalist China. 


State's proposal also considered the maintenance problem and held 
that a similar treatment to that proposed for Chapter VI would be best suited 
for malntenanos of Chapters IV and 7. 
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Tte Conaaittea diseussed the proposal at sotae length and reaohed 
agrsemnt in principle on State’s proposal. It was felt, however, that 

sitiiationa in the three azeas should 
^ treatment given theni in consequence, that only 
Comaunist China required craaplete section by section maintenance. 

It was therefore suggested that* 


a, Ualntenance Sections on Coamunist China be done 
separately as required} 

b, Maintenance on Nationalist China be done in 
consolidated chapters} 

c, Hong Kong and Macao be treated together as annexes 
to Chapters IV, V, and VI,

The Chairman reviewed the developments of Committee action (refer 
to N IS Committee Meetings No« 16? through 173) since the receipt of 
memorandum from the Assistant Chief of Staff, 0-2 to the DCI of $ April 
1954 rsconmendtog the reallocatiOT of responsibility for Section 1*5 (Health 
and Sanitation). in aceordanoe with the reorasmendation of tbs subcommittee 
ap)olnted to examine this quesMm, th® Office of Scientific Intelligence, 

CIA had studied the requirements for assuming this rssponsibili-^ and had 
determined that it would require the developRwnt of an entirely new capability. 
The matter was reviewed by CIA and decision set forth in a memorandum fiom 
the Director ot Central Intelligence to the Assistant Chief of Staff, 0-2, 
dated 1 October 195U, subject* ''National Intelligoaoe Surw^ys", as follons* 

”!• ^ 5 r reference memorandum you recommend that the Department 
of the Aray (Office of the Surgeon General) be relieved of the 
production responsibility for NIS Section 1*5 - Health and Sanitation. 

The Departnmnt of the Anqy has had this responsibility slnoe the 
beginning of the NIS Program, but you indicate that this responsi- 
bility seriously impairs the capability of the Surgeon General to 
produce Intelligence more useful to militaiy medicine, Tou further 
state that the Central Intelligence Agen<^ is now believed to be 
the appropriate agency to prepare Section 1*5, 

"2, Purauiiat to your raeommendation, the NIS Committee 
examined this matter and concluded that, were the Department of 
the Arngr to be relieved of this responsibility, the Office of 
Scientific Intelligence, CIA, would be the best qualified of the 
remaining intelligence agencies toundSrtake the production 
responsibility for Section 1*5, 

••3, However, the Office of Scientifie Intelligence is eoncereed 
only with fundamental research in the basic sciences. The assua?)- 
tion of the production responsibility for Section 1*5 would, there- 
fore, require the development of an entirely new capability by thie 
Agonoy, 

“1*. Ihile certain aspects of Section 1*5 may well extend beyond 
the iBcnediate field and interests of militaxy medicine, they would 
appear to have a bearing on military planning and on euch activities 
as illtaxy Government, It would thus seem that this broader require— 
mmt is appropriately vested in the Defense Department where the 
military aspects can be given fundamental emphasis. 
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”5* I therefore concliided that the production responsi- 
bility for Section U5 sho\ad not be assumed ty this Agency, I 
appreciate the difficulties faced by all of the intelligence 
agencies in carrying out their assigned missions, yet the inporfcance 
of the N3S Program to the national security is such as to require 

the ctmtinual fulfillment of production responsibilities annrooriate 
to those missions.
